Hague, March 23." The Memorial, which Sir Jofeph Yorke prefent= 
ed to. the. States General on the 2r{t inftant, is as follows : 

“*¢ High and’ Mighty Lords, 

‘© The King, my mafter, has ever cultivated the friendhip of your 
High Mightinefles, and has always regarded.the alliance which has*fo 
long fublifted between the two’ nations,.as founded’ upon the fuftelt 
principles, and effential to their mutual welfare. ‘Fhe printipal ob- 
jects of this alliance, which form the immoveable bafis of a common in 
tereft, are, the fafety and profperity of the two flates, the prefervation 
of public tranquility, and the maintenance of that juft equilibrium 
which has been {4 Mten difturbed by the ambitious policy of the Houfe 
of, Bourbon, . 

“ When ‘the Court of Verfailles, in direct violation. of public faitl, 
and the common rights of all Sovereigns, had brokeu the peace, by ma 
king a league with his Maje(ty’s rebellious fubjeéts, which was formally 
announced by the Marquis de Noailles, whilit, by the immenfe prepa- 
rations fhe was making, France fufficiently manifefted her defign of de- 
ftroying the maritime power of England; the King could not but fop- 
pofe that your High Mightineffes, being too difcerning not to perceive 
that the fafety of the Republic was clofely conneéted with that of Great 
Britain, would battento his affiftance. One of his Majefty’s fiurlkeares | 
was to inform your High Mightineffes of all the circumttances of this 
unjuft war, and in the critical fituation. in which his Majefty found him 
felf, he did not forget the interelt of hisoldallics, but on the contraryy 
difcoveréd the moft lincere defire of favouring the commerce and free 
navigation of the Republics as much as was confifteot with the fafety 
of his people. :He even for along time retrained from claiming the 
ftipulated fuccours, fulfilling his own engagements without demanding 
the performance of thoie of yeur High Mightineffes.

ga‘ ‘his refdlution, and the order enjoined to Rear Admiral Count de 
Byland, to refule to let our fips examine the merchant veffels under his 
convoy, have given rife to an incident which the triendthip of his Maje- 
{ty induced him to have wilhed not to have taken place ; but it is noto~ 
rious, that this Admiral, in confequence of his ialtruétions, fired firit 
upon the floops which bore the Englith fag, and which were fent to 
perform thé neceffary ferutiny into the veflels under his convoy, as pre- 
feiibed by the treaty in 1674. This then was a manifett aggreffion, a di- 
rect and palpable violation of that treaty, which your High Mightinefles 
feem to look upon as the moft facred of all others between us. His Ma- 
je(ty had made before-hand repeated reprefentations to you upon the 
neceflity and juftice of fuch a ferutiny, as a thing invariably pradtifed in 
all fimilar circumftaneas, and fully authorized by the treaty. ‘They had 
been informed at London, that there were fevera! veffels in the Texel, 
laden with naval ftores, to wit, mafts and other wood for fhip-building, 
ready to fet fail for France, in the fuite, or under the convoy of a Dutch 
fieet.—The event has entirely proved the truth of thefe informations, 
as foe of thefe veffcls were actually found under this very fame convoy : 
the greatelt part have efcaped, and have carried ‘to France very ufeful 
fupplies, and of which’ fhe then ftood in great need--——Whilft your 
High Mightineffes thus aflifted the King’s enemies by favouring the con- 
veyance of thofe fuccours, you bave impofed a ievere fine on the fubjects 
of the Republic to deter them from conveying provifions to Gibraltar, 
though that place is included’ in the gencral protection of the Britith pof- 
feffions in Europe, and though at that very moment the commerce 
of the Republic was interrupted by Spaiu in a mott outragious and tn- 
precedented manner. 

* Tt is not only in thefe inftances that the conduct of your High 
Mightinefles towards the King, aud towards his enemies, has exhibited 
a ftriking contraft in the cyes of the impartial world.—-No one can be 
ignorant 6f what happened in the too well-known ailair of Paul Jones ; 
the aflylum granted to that pirate was directly contrary to the treaty of 
Breda, in 1667, and even to the placard. of 1756.—Mareover, though 
your High: Mightinefies have kept, and {till continue to obferve a pro- 
found filence on all the jult demands of his Majelty, yet upon the fim- 
ple tequeft of the King’s enemies, you haftened to give them every affu- 
rance of an abfolute.and unlimited neutrality, without making any of 
exceptions of the ancient engagements of the public, founded on the 
mott folemn treaties. NeverthelefS his Mayefty would yet perfuade him- 
felf, that every thing that is palt, is lefs to be attributed to the real dif- 
poition of yonr High Mightineffes, than to the artifices of his enemies, 
who after having fowed difcord among the members of the ftate, have 
endeavoured by turns, partly by threats, and partly by promifes, to a- 
nimate them again(t their natural ally, 

« His Majefty cannot believe that your High Mightineffes have form- 
ed the refolution of abandoning a fyftem whieh the Republic has purfa- 
ed upwards of an age with fo much fuccefs and glory. But if fuch be the 
refalution of your High Mightineffes, if you are determined to forfake 
your alliance with great Britain, by refufing to fulfil your engagements, 
vou will, by fuch.a determination, place every thing in a new (tate. The 
King will view this change with great regret; but the confequences which 
will follow, are necetfary, and unavoidable. If by an act of your High 
Mightineffes the Republic ceafes.to be allied to his Majefty, the sela- 
tions between the two nations are totally changed, and all the connec- 
tion between them will be merely deemed fich as prevails with regard 
to neutral powers in general. All treatics are in their nature reeipro- 
cal; if your High Mightinelfes will not fulfil your engagements, the plain 
confequence is, that.thofe on the part of the King ceafe to be binding. 
It is therefore in confequence of thefe inconteftible principles, that his 
Majefty has ordered the underfigned to declare to your High Mighti- 
neffes, in terms the molt amieable, but at the fame tim the moft fe- 
rious, that if, contrary to his juft expeQation, your High Mightinefles 
fhoyld not within the period of three weeks, including the day on which 
this memorial ‘s prefented, give to his Majefty a fatisfatory anfwer con- 
cerning the fiiccours claimed thefe cight months, he will confider fach 
conduét as a feceflion fromthe alliance on the part of your High Migh- 
tineffes;. he will look upon the United Provinces only on’the footing of 
other neutral powers not privileged by treaties, and inagonfequence will, 
without any delay, make a- pravifional fafpenfion (till further orders 
fhall be givem) of all the particular ftipulations with regard to their fub- 
jects, agreed upon in the treaties between the two nations, namely, 
thofe of in the treaty of 1674, and will guide himfclt folely ’y the gene- 
ral principles eftablithed in the law of nations, which are the proper 
rules of conduct between. powers neutral, and unprivileged.

Holland is at prefent in a moft critical fituation; a few 
days before the packet failed, the French Ambaffador pre- 
fented a memorial tothe States General, infifting, in the moft 
peremptory manner, upon an immediate declaration of war 
againft England. The late affair with Count Byland is trea+ 
ted in terms of fevere reprehenfion. by the French, as if it 
was pre-concerted between the Englifh and Dutch only with 
a view of keeping up a propofed neutrality. A very fhort 
time was given to the States to return an anfwer, which, if 
not fatisfactory to France, fhe would, without any further 
lofs of time, proceed to open hottilities againft Holland.

A comet will be vifible fome time next month, and for
